Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen. 

I  have  the  honour  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  present 
my  Annual  Report  of  the  Borough  of  Lymington  for  the  year  1938. 

Statistics  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  Area. 

The  inhabitants  of  the  District  are  mainly  of  the  Residential 
class,  or  engaged  in  building  or  agricultural  pursuits.  With  the 
exception  of  a  piston  ring  factory  in  Lymington  Town,  the  area  is 
free  from  factories  of  any  size.  The  piston  ring  factory  previously 
mentioned  absorbs  some  700  of  the  male  and  female  labour  from 
the  Borough  and  surrounding  districts. 

The  district  continues  to  be  popular  for  holidays,  the 
pleasures  of  the  seaside  and  the  open  spaces  of  the  New  Forest 
being  much  appreciated.  As  in  other  parts  of  the  country  camping 
plays  a  prominent  part  in  the  summer  months. 

There  is  little  change  in  the  unemployment  figure,  although 
a  little  higher  in  1938  than  in  1937.  The  figure  in  December,  1938 
was  188  as  against  150  in  the  same  period  in  1937.  The  lowest 
figure  during  the  year  was  59  as  against  55  in  1937. 

The  development  of  the  District  continues,  and  is  mainly 
residential  in  type,  which  is  not  suprising  considering  the  continued 
good  health  of  the  District  and  the  healthy  pursuits  which  are 
available  for  residents.

The  Council  has  its  own  ambulance  for  the 
removal  of  infectious  cases.  Non-infectious  cases 
are  removed  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Associa¬ 
tion,  one  serving  the  Lymington  area,  and  the 
other  the  New  Milton  district.  The  Ambulance 
Service  appears  to  be  adequate. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home.  No  change. 

(d)  Clinics  or  treatment  Centres.  Ante-Natal  Clinics 

have  been  provided  by  the  County  Council,  and 
there  are  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres 
supported  by  voluntary  contributions  assisted  by 
the  County  Authority.  There  is  one  Ante- 
Natal  Clinic  in  Lymington,  and  there  are  Mater¬ 
nity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  at  Hordle, 
Lymington,  Milford-on-Sea,  New  Milton  and 
Pennington.  Among  other  matters,  the  Clinics 
and  Centres  provide  for  dental  treatment,  extra 
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nourishment  to  expectant  mothers,  the  free 
supply  of  milk  to  cases  of  malnutrition,  and 
facilities  are  also  available  for  abnormal  mater¬ 
nity  cases. 

(e)  Hospitals.  For  infectious  cases  the  Lymington  Cor¬ 
poration  Hospital  is  at  Undershore,  Lymington. 
This  Hospital  is  under  my  supervision,  and  there 
is  a  resident  Matron.  Additional  nursing  and 
domestic  assistance  are  obtained  when  neces¬ 
sary.  The  accommodation  has  been  sufficient 
for  the  cases  admitted  during  the  year. 

For  non-infectious  cases  there  are  two 
Cottage  Hospitals,  one  at  Milford-on-Sea  and  the 
other  at  Lymington. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA. 


Water  Supply:— 


Lymington  Town  obtains  its  supply  from  the  Corporation 
owned  works  at  Ampress. 

The  new  bore  is  now  in  use  and  is  yielding  14,000  gallons  of 
water  per  hour.  The  water  is  raised  to  the  settlement  tanks  by 
new  Electric  plant. 

A  total  of  54,000,000  gallons  of  water  was  raised  during  the 
year,  giving  an  approximate  average  of  25  gallons  used  daily  per 
person. 

There  were  31  new  tappings  made  to  the  main,  910  feet  of 
new  3in.  main  were  laid  during  the  year. 

Nineteen  samples  of  the  Town  supply  were  taken  during  the 
year.  Some  variations  in  the  reports  were  found,  due  probably  to 
the  new  bore,  and  now  that  this  supply  has  settled  down  the 
reports  are  constant  in  character. 

The  other  parts  of  the  Borough  are  supplied  by  the  West 
Hampshire  Water  Company,  wrho  continue  to  extend  their  main  to 
serve  those  parts  of  the  district  previously  using  wells,  and  to  new 
housing  sites.

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A  total  of  374  tappings  were  made  during  the  same  period. 

The  main  extensions  to  the  supply  were  in  the  New  Milton 
and  Barton-on- Sea  areas,  and  the  remainder  were  chiefly  in  the 
Pennington  district. 

By  arrangement  with  the  West  Hampshire  Water  Company, 
the  Council  are  receiving  a  report  once  monthly  as  to  quality,  etc, 
of  this  supply.  These  reports  were  all  satisfactory. 

A  special  survey  of  the  well  supplies  in  the  Pennington 
district  was  carried  out  during  the  year.  This  revealed  conditions 
generally  unsatisfactory  and  strong  efforts  were  made  to  persuade 
owners  to  connect  their  properties  to  the  main  supply. 

In  the  built-up  part  of  Pennington  40  houses  were  found  to 
obtain  their  supply  from  wells,  there  being  23  wells  in  use.  Thirteen 
samples  of  water  were  taken,  ten  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory, 
and,  as  a  result  of  action  taken,  22  houses  were  connected  to  the 
main  supply  by  the  end  of  December.  The  other  houses  outstand¬ 
ing  will  be  connected. 

Other  samples  taken  in  the  District  included  two  at  Hordle 
and  two  at  New  Milton.  In  two  cases  the  reports  were  unsatis¬ 
factory,  and  the  premises  concerned  have  been  connected  to  the 
main  supply. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

New  Milton,  Lymington  Town  and  portions  of  Milford-on-Sea 
have  main  drainage. 

Work  on  the  new  sewer  is  proceeding  and  the  outfall  is 
nearing  completion.  Work  is  also  proceeding  on  the  screening 
chambers. 

Seven  miles  of  sewers  have  been  laid,  chiefly  in  the 
Pennington,  Keyhaven  and  Fernhill  Lane  districts. 

Several  new  building  estates  have  been  opened  up  and  the 
necessary  roads  and  new  sewers  made. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

No  special  action  taken  during  the  year.  Two  cases  of 
stream  pollution  were  reported,  but  on  investigation  no  further 
action  was  taken. 

Closet  Accommodation 

Where  main  drainage  is  available  the  houses  are  practically 
all  provided  with  water  closets.  No  special  action  has  been  taken 
in  regard  to  conversion  from  the  conservancy  system. 

The  outlying  parts  of  the  district  are  unsewered,  and  the 
houses  are  provided  with  pail  closets,  chemical  closets,  and,  where 
there  is  cesspool  drainage,  with  water  closets. 
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Public  Cleansing:— 

Motor  and  horse  drawn  vehicles  are  used. 

In  Lymington  main  streets  daily  collections  are  made,  in 
other  developed  areas  weekly  collections,  and  fortnightly  collections 
are  made  in  the  more  rural  parts  of  the  district. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  various  dumps  by  “  controlled  ” 
tipping. 

The  provision  of  proper  sanitary  dustbins  has  received  more 
attention  during  the  year,  and  intimation  notices  have  been  served 
or  visits  made  in  respect  of  78  premises,  and  68  of  the  houses  have 
had  proper  dustbins  provided.  Sixty-six  preliminary  intimations 
were  served  and  four  informal  notices.

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SHOPS  ACT,  1934. 

An  inspection  of  the  District  has  been  carried  out  and  876 
shops  have  been  visited.  No  action  has  been  taken  regarding 
ventilation  and  temperature,  but  additional  sanitary  accom¬ 
modation  has  been  asked  for  in  7  cases.  These  are  in  shops  where 
persons  of  both  sexes  are  employed  and  where  the  number  so 
employed  exceeds  six. 

INSPECTION  OF  OFFICES. 

These  premises  in  the  District  have  been  inspected,  and,  in 
two  cases,  the  sanitary  conveniences  provided  were  found  to  be  in 
an  unsatisfactory  condition,  and  the  conditions  were  remedied  by 


informal  action.

Considerable  work  has  been  done  during  the  year  in  the 
supervision  of  camping  sites.  The  sites  are  inspected  frequently, 
special  visits  being  made  at  week-ends  with  a  view  of  observing 
conditions  when  the  sites  are  more  fully  occupied. 

The  Council  has  adopted  Conditions  of  Licence  which  apply 
to  all  licensed  camping  sites.  These  conditions  cover  density  of 
moveable  dwellings  (not  more  than  20  to  the  acre),  the  provision 
of  sanitary  conveniences  (one  convenience  to  every  six  moveable 
dwellings),  and  water  supply  on  site. 

Generally  all  camping  sites  have  been  kept  in  satisfactory 
manner,  but  in  a  few  cases  during  the  peak  period — August,  the 
number  of  moveable  dwellings  was  in  excess  of  the  number 
permitted  according  to  the  conveniences  provided.  Some  minor 
matters  regarding  deposits,  etc.,  were  dealt  with. 

The  Model  Bye-laws  with  respect  to  tents,  vans  and  sheds, 
etc.,  have  been  adopted  by  the  Council  and  came  into  operation  in 
October,  1988. 

Licences  in  respect  of  one  camping  site,  and  two  moveable 
dwellings  were  refused  and  there  was  no  appeal  made  against  the 
refusals 

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

The  Council  own  the  Public  Sea  Water  Swimming  Baths  at 
Lymington.  These  Baths  are  very  popular,  and  there  were  some 
10,265  admittances  during  the  season.  There  is  a  Baths  Superin¬ 
tendent  in  charge,  under  the  Borough  Engineer. 

The  water  is  changed  at  the  tide,  with  pumped  water  for 
maintaining  the  level. 

Conditions  during  the  year  were  satisfactory.

The  Register  of  Factories  has  now  been  completed  and 
brought  up-to-date,  there  being  139  large  and  small  factories  coming 
within  the  purview  of  the  Act. 

Certificates  regarding  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  have 
been  granted  in  two  cases. 

Insufficient  sanitary  conveniences  were  found  in  five  cases, 
and  other  defects  in  six  cases.  The  latter  defects  have  been  dealt 
with  and  the  question  of  the  provision  of  proper  sanitary  conven¬ 
iences  is  in  hand. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

No  action  taken  during  the  year. 
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RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919. 

The  Council  are  responsible  for  the  administration  of  this 
Act,  and  have  co-operated  with  the  general  public  in  dealing  with 
any  cases  of  rat  infestation.  The  Council  own  a  gassing  apparatus 
which  is  available  to  Ratepayers  on  payment  of  actual  cost  of 
men’s  time  and  material  used. 

The  Council’s  own  property,  including  the  Rubbish  Disposal 
Sites,  are  kept  under  observation,  and,  when  rats  are  found  to  be 
working  in  the  near  vicinity,  gassing  operations  are  carried  out. 

Several  Ratepayers  have  taken  advantage  of  this  facility, 
and  a  number  of  premises  have  been  treated,  the  cost  being 
recovered  from  the  occupiers. 

The  usual  Posters  were  displayed  on  the  Public  Notice 
Boards,  and  .explanatory  pamphlets  were  issued  to  enquirers. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUG5.

SCHOOLS. 

There  are  eleven  (Parochial  and  Elementary)  Schools  in  the 
Area.  These  premises  are  periodically  inspected,  and  the  sanitary 
arrangements  generally  are  kept  in  a  cleanly  condition.  There  is 
no  change  in  the  sanitary  arrangements  of  the  various  schools.

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As  will  be  seen  six  schools  are  without  milk.  In  these 
instances  milk  has  usually  been  provided,  but,  unfortunately,  there 
has  been  some  difficulty  in  obtaining  supplies  from  a  source 
approved  by  the  County  Authorities,  and  also  getting  Dairymen  to 
supply  the  milk. 

There  is  still  no  change  in  the  School  accommodation  at 
New  Milton,  but  the  new  school  at  Ashley  is  nearing  completion. 

A  few  mumps  and  measles  were  notified  from  the  schools  in 
the  first  six  months  of  the  year,  and  a  few  chicken  pox  were 
notified  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  There  were  very  few  cases 
and  the  schools  remained  open.

DRAINAGE  INSPECTIONS. 

Four  hundred  and  seventy-one  visits  were  made  regarding 
drainage  matters,  this  figure  including  249  visits  made  to 
ascertain  present  drainage  in  houses  in  the  course  of  the  new 
sewerage  scheme.  Twenty-eight  water  tests,  seven  smoke  tests, 
and  nine  coloured  water  tests  to  drains  were  made. 

In  eleven  cases  drainage  defects  were  found  and  with  one 
exception  have  been  remedied. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Two  Scarlet  Fever,  two  Erysipelas,  and  one  Pneumonia 
were  notified  during  the  year.  The  two  Scarlet  Fever  cases  were 
admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  Three  other  cases  were  also 
admitted  for  observation.

In  concluding  my  Report  I  wish  to  comment  on  the  good 
health  of  the  Borough  as  shewn  by  the  remarkably  low  Infectious 
Diseases  figure.  During  the  last  three  years  there  have  been 
very  few  cases  of  infectious  disease  in  the  district,  the  year  1938 
being  a  record  in  this  respect. 

An  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector  has  been  appointed,  and 
it  is  now  possible  to  give  more  attention  to  the  routine  inspections 
under  the  various  Acts  and  Orders. 

Regarding  the  drainage  of  the  properties  in  unsewered 
areas,  the  position  in  some  places  is  acute,  and  I  hope  the  new 
sewer  will  be  available,  at  least  in  the  Pennington  area,  before 
next  winter.
